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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
TOWN  LIBRARY. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  funds  of  the  Library  have 
been  increased  by  the  bequest,  ($3,022,07,)  of  the  late  Daniel  P. 
Galloupe  of  Lowell,  a  native  of  Topsfield. 

The  first  week  in  Oct.  a  reading  room  was  opened  in 
which  there  is  a  good  number  of  the  leading  magazines  and  other 
publications.  The  books  of  the  Libraiy  are  also  free  for  use  in 
the  reading  room.  The  room  is  open  two  evenings  and  one 
afternoon  in  the  week  and  affords  an  opportunity  for  the  people 
of  the  town  to  inform  themselves  on  the  important  questions  treat- 
ed in  the  current  literature  of  the  day.  The  success  of  this  new 
departure  has  been  encouraging.  The  Trustees  would  call 
attention  to  the  importance  of  this  feature  of  the  Library,  that 
there  may  be  an  increased  patronage  of  the  reading  room,  espe- 
cially by  the  young  people.  It  is  a  privilege  that  has  not  been 
before  enjoyed  in  the  history  of  the  Town.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  ot  Massachusetts,  you  are 
directed  to  notity  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Topsfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall,  in  said  Topsfield,  on  Monday  the  sixth  day  of 
March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act 
on  the  following  articles  : — 

First. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Second. — To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third. — To  hear  all  reports  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting,  and  act  thereon. 

Fourth. — To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  lor  the 
ensuing  year. 

Fifth. — To  act  on  the  subject  of  the  revision  of  the  jury  box. 

Sixth. — To  raise  and  grant  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  town  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 
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Seventh.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  their  Treas- 
urer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  to  pay 
demands  against  the  town. 

Eighth.— Shall  Licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  in  this  Town  the  ensuing  year?  The  ballots  shall 
be  **Yes"  or  **No". 

Ninth.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  ol 
money  to  grade  and  gravel  Park  Street. 

Tenth.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  revoke  Chap.  98,  of  the 
year  1889,  and  substitute  Sections,  seventy-four,  seventy-five 
and  seventy-six,  of  Chap.  27  of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  relation  to 
Road  Commissioners. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  up 
attested  copies  thereof,  one  at  the  Town  Hall,  one  at  the  Post 
Office,  and  one  at  each  of  the  Public  Meeting  Houses  in  the  said 
Town,  ten  days  at  least  before  the  time  for  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant,  with 
your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  as  aforesaid.
